It was 
held that boys using tobacco on the 
school grounds and their parents are 
liable by law. And also teachers 
have legal authority over the chil- 
dren from the time they leave home 
until they reach home again at night, 
and that parents as well as the chil- 
dren are held liable for any Jaw in- 
fractions such as using tobaeco and 
ether illega) practices.

Charles P. Downey, owner of the 
Downey Hotel in Lansing. and one of 
Michigan’s best known private citi- 
zens, died at his citb house on the 
Seuth Branch of the AuSable river 
Just week ‘Thursday at absut 1:00 p. 
ai. Death was caused trom chronic 
intestinal trouble. bor a couple ot 
days previous he had had speils but 
nu cne realized he was in danger. 
That morning his wife was sent for 
at Lansing but she arrived tov late 
ts tind him alive. : 

For a number of years Mr. Dow- 
ney has spentumost of his time in the 
summer at his club heuse, usually 
vom here early in the spring anc 
remaining until late in the tall. This 
teautitul place has been his pride anc 
his castle. Here he could enjoy rest 
and comfort, out-door sport that the 
fine AuSable and the wild country s: 
nbundantly affords, and cou:d enter- 
tuin his friends and guests in a way 
that was to them a rarity and rea. 
treat. 

He was attached to his summei 
home as well he might be. The clut 
house itself is a beauty, stuccoed in 
white, setting in the midst of a mar- 
velous rolling lawn, a finer one ot 
which we doubt ean be found any 
where, which was laid out by one oi 
the best landscape gardners, witl 
floral hedges, rose gardens and bow- 
ers; and here und there are basins 
out of which rise beautiful flowing 
fountains, and beneath its grass) 
bunk flows the magnificent Au Sable 
tiver.

Poultry Speeded Up. 


I would have the poultry speeded 
up on every farm. It is the easiest 
orofit we get. 

Farmers should have made acquain- 
-ance with resorters during the sum- 
ner, and soon begin sending to their 
ity homes butter and eggs of super- 
or quality. 

To that end the hen house should 
e thoroughly cleaned and sprayed; 
vens deloused; windows fixed; house 
uade warm; four inch ventilating flue 
vut in, with lower end six inches from 
joor; old hens killed off; surplus 
oasters killed off; variety of feeds 
secured and used. 

The increased income that we want 
‘s within our grasp if we have the am- 
rition to take it. 


Home Comfort. 

I would have every farmer make 
something about the house more han- 
dy and comfortable for his wife. 

Even though the times are hard 
for us all, on every farm some little 
rvoint of improvement can be made. 

It may be a fence neatly repaired; 
a stump out; a wash bench; a wood 
20x half in the kitchen and half in the 
woodshed; a door cut to save the wife 
steps; some building improved by 
vur own labor on stormy days. 

Farmer friend, I’d make some ad- 
vancement and improvement this 
“ear, and every year, or “bust a tug.” 


Deeper into Dairying. 

I would have each and every far- 
mer go deeper into dairying, and 
seep the cows in the clean, thrifty 
way that the Knecht Bros, do. The 
Knecht Brothers do nct lose anything 
‘Sy keeping their cows fat, sleek, and 
in stables almost clean enough to live 
in.

After facing death from thirst on 
the great American desert. being mis 

taken for a bandit si 
and looked upon 
with suspicion in 
the communities 
where the marine 
oniform never had 
been seen, Charles 
E, Gibert, United 
States marine 
corps, arrived in 
New York re- 
cently. bale, 
hearty and tired. 

Ordered  trans- 
ferred from his station at Sau rran- 
cisco to a new post at New York, Pri- 
vate Gilbert sought permission to hike 
the distance. He was given a fur- 
lough and sent upon his way. He car- 
ried a Sl-pound pack during the en- 
tire trip. 

Between marches the marine found 
shelter and food from American Le- 
gion posts along the way, and when he 
reached St. Paul, his home, St. Paul 
Post, No, 8, turned out to greet him.
